DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 
Buffy Heywood's selection from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley, Sept 1840 


Oth September - The anniversary of the Horticultural Show which took place 
under a marquee or tent in the Castle Grounds - it was enlivened by a band 
playing several tunes occasionally. I gained a prize for apples. The dinner 
taok pace at Poultons at the Three Tuns. 


15th September - Was busied in writing circulars to different individuals in the 
neighbourhood inviting them and their friends to come to the opening of our 
organ on Sunday next. I went up to the Church two or three times ta superintend 
the alterations in the Gallery ~ drew up a kandbill for circulation announcing 
the Service. Our organ arrived in safety drawn by my teams and accompanied by 
Mr Chambers the builder and his men. The bells struck up a merry peal. The 
weight of instrument with bellows and case stated to be nearly 6 tons. 


19th September - Did not go to bed before two o'clock in the morning, being 
determined not to leave the men engaged in erecting the organ till they. had left 
it in a sufficiently forward state for duty tomorrow, 


- Our new organ (built by Chambers of Oxford) was opened for 
divine service by Mr Sharpe of Oxford assisted by the New College and Christ 
Church Choirs - when full Cathedral Service was performed. King's services 
morning and evening with Sanctus Commandments and Creed were performed. The 
sermon in the morning was preached by myself to a large and respectable 
congregation ~ that in the evening by the Archdeacon (Clarke) ta an overflowing 
audience upwards of 1,600 persons (it was supposed) being present. The 
collection at the door amounted to £28-7-2id. There was no collection in the 
morning I not deeming it advisable to have a double collection. There was no 
school owing to the extraordinary occasion. (He lists various local dignitaries, 
etc present at the service and lunching and dining with him) ... also at Church 
were many highly respectable farmers within 10 or 12 miles of Deddington, and 
very many respectable tradespeople from Banbury with nearly all the members of 
the Choir. The organ was highly approved of and will it was said and thought by 
many prove to be a good and valuable instrument. On the whole it was 2a most 
gratifying and safisfactory day. :

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS As readers may have guessed, the Station has been very busy during 
the long dry spell, and our appliance has responded to 69 calls: 1 small fire at 
Lake House, Adderbury, 1 small fire at Alcan, 1 caravan fire, 1 house fire, 

5 field fires, 2 hedgerow fires, 8 grass fires, 1 trailer load of hay on fire, 

1 call to a factory fire at Witney, 1 tractor on fire, 1 corn drier, farm 
buildings and hay on fire, 1 shed fire, 3 car fires, 5 road traffic accidents, 

1 cooker fire, 1 small fire at the Horton General Hospital, 2 calis to rubbish on 
fire, 3 malicious false alarms, 4 mechanical faults on automatic systems, 

13 false alarms with good intent and 13 calls to stand by at other fire stations. 
This brings the total number of calis so far this year to 208. Readers may think 
that we had a lot of false alarms with good intent, and wonder how they can 
happen. Well the reason is quite simple. During the hot weather many thunderflies 
crawl inside smoke detectors and set them off. 


RECRUITING Since the last issue we have had one new recruit, who works in the 
village but lives elsewehere, and therefore will be giving cover 5 days a week 
once he has passed his Induction Training. Once again we have to be grateful to 
Solar Designs, who are his employers and who now supply 60% of our daytime crew 
and without whem we would be unable to turn out. 


THANK YOUS After such a hot spell as we have just experienced, when the Fire 
Service is very often stretched to the limits and retained firefighters are kept 
very busy, it is then that the employers must be thanked for releasing their 
employees to attend fires, and also the firefighters’ families for putting up 
with all the inconvenience. I don't think that the general public really knows 
what it means to suddenly have some of your workforce down tools and shoot off, 
or what it is like for the families when the husband/father, wife/mother or son 
suddenly clears off just as dinner is being served or just as they were about to 
go out somewhere. I can assure everyone that The Oxfordshire Fire Service is very 
grateful to these people and so should the general public be. [HEAR HEAR - EDS]

POSTBAG ... continued 
FROM KEW HART, HOPCRAFT LANE, DEDDINGTON - RE SOLAR DESIGNS 


No doubt many of your readers will have seen the Solar Designs Newssheet, July 
1990, distributed within the village. The aim is to gain support for the 
expansion of Solar Designs’ premises in Hopcraft Lane, so naturally villagers are 
subjected to very biased remarks in favour of the expansion. This approach by 

_ Solar Designs cannot be allowed to pass without some valid counter comment over 
the intended expansion. 


Solar Designe is situated in a concentrated residential area of the village. 
Original planning permission to convert the Old School House led local residents 
to believe that the small workshop facilities and associated workforce would fit 
into the life of the village without giving any cause for complaint, 
environmentally or otherwise. Unfortunately this has not been the case - the 
workforce has grown and with it vehicle overcrowding, noise and general activity 
that one would associate more with a small factory. 


On learning that further expansion was officially sought, I was one of several 
Jocal residents who objected on the grounds that the additional activity and © 
environmental annoyance would be intolerable, to say nothing of the vehicular 
congestion, and that business premises of factory proportions should not be 
accommodated in the heart of the village. Happily, the Planning Application was 
refused but it is understood an appeal has been lodged so the matter has not yet 
been finalised. 


I too believe in a 'living village’ but that does not mean developing parts of 
the village into industrial centres with all the disadvantages of factory style 
activity. Bringing work to the village is always a good thing but such 
workforces must be kept to the right proportions. Business Parks are now being 
opened locally, specially for businesses such as Solar Designs, which is 
undoubtedly a successful enterprise looking for expansion. Judging by the number 
of cars arriving at Solar Designs, location outside the village would not present 
a transportation problem. 


Current Deddington businesses and activities present a well balanced village life 
- let us keep it this way. 


FROM REV KEN REEVES, THE VICARAGE, EARLS LANE, DEDDINGTON 


Soon after I arrived as Vicar, I was honoured to be elected Chairman of the 
Governors of Deddington C of E Primary School. As we start a new School Year I[ 
should like to address a few words about the school to readers of The Deddington 
News. I trust they will be of general interest as well as to parents. 


Not only is it the beginning of a new School Year but it is also the beginning of 
a new and exciting chapter in the School's history. There is a new Headteacher. 
Last Easter we said farewell to John Morgan. In the Summer term Lynne Stephens, 
who came as Deputy Head a year ago, served as Acting Head. Now we welcome John 
Moffitt as he takes up his appointment as Head. We have also seen other changes 
in staff and governors this year, 


There is the new Education Reform Act. I believe we now have a first class, 
dedicated team to lead the school and meet the challenges posed by the new Act. 
Parts of the new National Curriculum have already been introduced and other parts 
will follow. We are taking seriously what the Act says about Religious Education 
and Assemblies. -Whilst we wish to teach children about other faiths, we 
recognise that, as a Church of England School, we have a duty to teach the 
Christian message.

FROM THE EBEDITORS' POSTBAG 
FROM E J CRESSWELL, HOPCRAFT LANE, DEDDINGTON - RE SOLAR DESIGNS 


I am reluctant to enter into a public debate on this subject, but the recent 
Solar Designs' circular, sent to most village households, demands a reply. The 
circular omits much of the evidence considered by Cherwell District Council in 
refusing the recent erPiieaes en to extend the premises in Hopcraft Lane. 


When, in 1984, Solar Designs first applied for Planning Permission to convert The 
Old School House into a jewellery workshop, they gave clear assurances of their 
intention to preserve the residential nature of the locality and these were 
complemented by Conditions laid down by the Authority in granting Consent. These 
included: 


"The very nature of Solar Designs’ activities eliminates... any appreciable 
increase in traffic flow..." "Car parking will be kept to the tightest 
possible confines so as not to be obtrusive..." "No detriment to the 
amenities (to) be caused by reason of noise, vibration, fumes, smoke..." etc. 


The situation today is in marked contrast to what was promised. From the road 
and from neighbouring houses one can see (and hear) over 40 cars crammed into the 
car park, with others spilling over into Hoperaft Lane and beyond; goods 
vehicles often cannot even enter the site, let alone manoeuvre. There are over 
100 vehicle movements per day from 7 am to 7 pmor later. Over 100 people are 
employed. Hours of work exceed those laid down and extend into weekends. © 
Residents and passers-by suffer visual intrusion, noise, hazards and other 
environmental problems inescapable from what has become a substantial factory 
operation rather than the rural workshop it was intended to be. 


The Solar Designs’ circular suggests that people might be surprised that their 
more recent Application to extend the premises was refused. Perhaps people would 
have been less surprised if the circular had included the reasons given by the 
Planning Authority in their recommendation, viz: 


i. "The proposed extension will create an intensification of the commercial 
activities... resulting in increased noise, fumes, and traffic generation 
which would adversely affect the living conditions of the occupiers of 
nearby properties." 

2. “By virtue of its height, size, location... it would overshadow adjacent 
properties and adversely affect the residential amenities...” 

3. “The building and alterations to the car park... would represent an 
intrusive... development... and fail to preserve the appearance and 
character of the Conservation Area." 

4. "The access will result in detriment to the safety of other road 
users." etc. 


Solar Designs' response to the: Refusal has been to install a large Portakabin on 
the already congested site without obtaining proper Planning Permission; not, 
perhaps, the best way to win friends and influence people! 


It is, of course, good that they are major employers in the area but two thirds 
of the staff live outside the village and it is difficult to understand why jobs: 
need be lost if the factory were to be re-sited at one of the specialist Business 
Parks within a few miles’ radius. 


All of us can admire Solar Designs’ enterprise and the rapid expansion of their 
business. But that does not permit them to move the goalposts and release them 
from obligations freely entered into. Their neighbours, of whom I am one, have 
been extremely forbearing aver several years and now seek a restoration of the 
amenity rather than further deterioration.

NEWS FROM HEMPTON 

Tier upon tier of steel scaffolding braced and locked around the central tower 
af Salisbury Cathedral this summer shrouds and obscures the jutting shape and 
detail of England's tallest spire, but it also'gives to it @ human scale, a 
crude and temporary yardstick of the sheer height, and invites a mental 
comparison with memories of the early tower blocks rising about the city of 
London in the 1960s. We looked up and counted floors and marvelled at the 
details of platforms, cranes and hoists ... how much more marvellous, then, the 
achievements of the craftsmen of the Middle Ages perched on their wooden 
trestles hundreds of feet above the city. 


It aie reminds us that all buildings, great and small, need looking after, so a 
much more modest scaffold was a welcome sight in Hempton recently. The long 
awaited roof repairs were carried out, tiles secured, the gable end firmly 
bedded, and some stone work made firm and re-pointed, We can now rely on 
keeping the weather out from above - next perhaps we need to consider the damp 
rising from below. Then with everything clean and dry up and down - a bit like 
completing ‘topping and tailing’ a baby - only then could we consider some 
repairs to the plaster and internal decoration. We have been grateful to those 
who continue to decorate St John's and ever since the flower festival in June, 
have enabled the church to be open and available ta those who have called to 
look around or ta epee a few moments of quiet.
